New Landings 
May Trap Nazi 
Army In South

Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Jan. 24 (AP)—American 


and British troops, driving four miles inland, are less than 
30 miles from Rome and have brought the Appian Way under 
shellfire from their long beachhead above the Pontine 
marshesrAffied-headquarters-announced t6day. 


(A United Nations broadcast from Algiers said Rome 


was now within Allied artillery range.) 


But fighting with the fury of a cornered tiger, the German 


10th Army has gone over to the offensive on the whole Cas- 
siuo front, 60 miles to the southeast. In a series of violent 
day and night counterattacks the Germans threw the Amer- 
icans back across the Rapido river. 


Nazis Facing Entrapment 


'"It is apparent that the German command hopes to dis- 


rupt the entire Fifth Army front to gain time to turn around 
and deal with the threat in their rear," said a military com- 
mentator at Allied headquarters. 


The Americans had seized a bridgehead across the Rapido, 


three miles below Cassino, in conjunction with the Allied 
landings near Rome, but were immediately attacked in force 
by the Germans who had been augmented by three divisions 
withdrawn from the Rome area only a few days ago. 


As a result of the shift of German forces, the sea-borne 


forces at Nettuno were still expanding their miles-long 
bridgehead without meeting effective opposition, headquar- 
ters announced. American and British troops and supplies 
still'are pouring ashore^

NAVY ASSUMES 
MANAGEMENT OF 
YORK SAFE, LOCK 


Philadelphia, Jan. 24 (AP)—The 


Navy department took possession 
today of all plants of the York, Pa., 
Safe and Lock company because 
of "unsatisfactory management con- 
ditions," the Fourth Naval district 
announced. 


The^Navy acted "pursuant to an 


executive order signed by President 
Roosevelt January 21, 1944," the 
announcement said. 


Properties i taken over include a 


new special ordnance plant built at 
a cost of $8,000,000 under a Emer- 
gency Plant Facilities contract. 


"Capt. D. F. Ducey, USN, Naval 


inspector of ordnance at York, acted 
for the Secretary of the Navy in 
taking over these facilities," the 
Fourth Naval district said. 


"The Navy has formulated certain 


conditions which, if met, will result 
in return of the plant to private 
management. No labor trouble is 
involved. Existing wages and work- 
ing conditions will be maintained." 


Huge Backlog 


The special ordnance plant, the 


Navy said, is devoted wholly to the 
production of 40 millimeter gun 
mounts for Navy use. 


The announcement referred to 40 


miib'meter mounts as "a type * * * 
which is needed in especially large 
quantities for the new landing craft 
program. 


"The company's other plants are 


engaged principally in miscellaneous 
ordnance work for the Navy and 
Army. The special ordnance plant 
alone has a backlog of about $100,- 
000,000 of unfilled Navy orders."

War bond sales in Adams county 


spurted over the week-end and 
leaped from $149,823 on Saturday 
to $22f,893.75,-with, all but three 
of the Issuing agents in the county 
reporting, Elmer Warren, compil- 
ing sales returns for the county war 
finance committee, said today. 


This leaves $1,818,706.25 worth of 


bonds of all denominations to be 
sold during the next 22 days if the 
county expects to reach its quota 
of $2,047,600. 


Mr. Warren said that of the 


amount of bonds reported sold at 
the close of the first week of the 
drive $117,093.75 were of the "E" 
bond denomination with $110,800 
representing all other types of of- 
ferings. 


However the $228,893.75 does not 


represent Adams county's complete 
credit in the Fourth War Bond 
drive. Bonds sold in this county 
beginning with the first of the year 
are to be credited against the 
Fourth War Bond quota. 
These 


figure's will be released by the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank as soon as tabu- 
lation is completed. It is expected 
to swell the total sales to near the 
$300,000 mark, one observer said. 


Sales of "E" bonds thus far rep- 


resent a little more than one-fourth 
of the quota for this denomination 
bond, $454,567.

Capture Nettuno; Shell Appian Way 


•The Allies captured Nettuno, it was stated officially for 


the first time, holding the coast several miles both north and 
south of that small port, and have brought Appian Way un- 
der their guns. . 


' This-road, the main coastal highway between Rome and 


the Germans' southern front, is only 12 miles from the 
beaches, "and the four mile'Allied advance placed-the Amer- 
icans and British within eight miles of the artery. 


The road also was within range of warships offshore. 
(Heavy guns of battleships can shoot 20 miles. There was,, 


no elaboration of the Algiers broadcast that Rome was within 
artillery range. Guns ashore at this stage of the operations 
may be able to shoot no more than 10 miles, but the broadcast 
may have meant much longer-ranged artillery. 
"Artillery 


range" is used loosely,.can mean up to 75 miles.) 


(Battleships'off the mouth of the Tiber would be within 


shooting distance of the Italian capital.) 


French Troops Are Advancing 


American troops who had advanced across the Rapido 


near Cassino simultaneously with the west coast landings 
Saturday were forced to withdraw yesterday after exhaust- 
ing their ammunition. Heading off the Germans with bay- 
onets while recrossing the river, they reoccupied strong posi- 
tions on theeast bank. 


The British held a bridgehead over the Garigliano toward 


the west coast despite the heavy "German counter-attacks, 
and the French to the northeast continued to press forward 
through the Apennines. 
. . 


Allied air forces kept up their steady pounding of German 


communications throughout yesterday and fighters in great 
strength maintained a constant patrol of the battlefront. 
Eleven enemy aircraft were destroyed. Three Allied planes 
were missing. 


The day's toll of 11 enemy planes included eight enemy 


bombers shot down off the northwest coast of Italy near the 
island of Elba. 
; 
Pound Railway Targets 


Heavy bombers attacked railway and road targets at 


Porto Civitanova, on the Adriatic coast below Ancona; at 
Siena, 115 miles northwest of Rome, and at Ceprano, 16 miles 
north of Cassino. Heavy bombers also hit an airfield at 
Rieti, 42 miles northeast of Rome. 


Fighters and fighter-bombers concentrated on the lines 


of communication in the Fondi, Ceccano and Sezze areas in- 
land from the new landing beaches and between Rome and 
the trans-Italy front. 


Today's announcement of the capture of Nettuno was 


the first time headquarters had given a definite location for 
the landings. The Germans had reported landings at sev- 
eral points along this section of the coast. 


The communique said that American and British troops 


and supplies are flowing steadily into the Nettuno bridgehead. 


Big Highways Lead To Rome 


From Nettuno a broad highway leads to Rome. The 


Anziate Way goes west three miles to Anzio, thence due north 
for 24 miles, joining the Appian Way just nine miles south- 
east of Rome. 


A special communique this morning said "effective enemy 


opposition has not developed in this sector. The town of 
Nettuno is in our hands." 


The bulletin reported the Germans had launched fierce 


counter-attacks against Allied troops at many points on the 
Cassino front and said that "in most places these were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses to the enemy."

Allied Headquarters, Algiers, Jan. 24 (A P)—American 
: and British troops, driving four miles inland, are less than 
; 30 miles from Home and have brought the Appian Way under 
; shellfire from their long beachhead above the Pontine 
I marshes, Allied headquarters announced today. 
(A United Nations broadcast from Algiers said Rome 
was now within Allied artillery range.) 
But fighting with the fury of a cornered tiger, the German 
10th Army has gone over to the offensive on the whole Cas­ 
sino front, 60 miles to the southeast. 
In a series of violent 
day and night counterattacks the Germans threw the Amer­ 
icans back across the Kapido river. 
Nazis Facing Entrapment 
“It is apparent that the German command hopes to dis­ 
rupt the entire Fifth Army front to gain time to turn around 
and deal with the threat in their rear,” said a military com­ 
mentator at Allied headquarters. 
The Americans had seized a bridgehead across the Rapido, 
three miles below Cassino, in conjunction with the Allied 
! landings near Rome, hut were immediately attacked in force 
by the Germans who had been augmented by three divisions 
j withdrawn from the Rome area only a few days ago. 
As a result of the shift of German forces, the sea-borne 


I forces at Nettuno were still expanding their miles-long 
bridgehead without meeting effective opposition, headquar­ 
ters announced. 
American and British troops and supplies 
I still are pouring ashore. 
Capture Nettuno; Shell Appian Way 
•The Allies captured Nettuno, it was stated officially for 
the first time, holding the coast several miles both north and 
south of that small port, and have brought Appian Way un­ 
der their guns. 
This road, the main coastal highway between Rome and 
the Germans’ southern front, is only 12 miles from the 
beaches, and the four mile Allied advance placed the Amer­ 
icans and British within eight miles of the artery. 
The road also was within range of warships offshore. 
(Heavy guns of battleships can shoot 20 miles. There was* 
no elaboration of the Algiers broadcast that Rome was within 
artillery range. Guns ashore at this stage of the operations 
may be able to shoot no more than IO miles, but the broadcast 
may have meant much longer-ranged artillery. 
“Artillery 
range” is used loosely, can mean up to 75 miles.) 
(Battleships off the mouth of the Tiber would be within 
shooting distance of the Italian capital.) 
French Troops Are Advancing 
American troops who had advanced across the Rapido 
near Cassino simultaneously with the west coast landings 
Saturday were forced to withdraw yesterday after exhaust­ 
ing their ammunition. 
Heading off the Germans with bay­ 
onets while recrossing the river, they reoccupied strong posi­ 
tions on the east bank. 
The British held a bridgehead over the Garigliano toward 
the west coast despite the heavy German counter-attacks, 
and the French to the northeast continued to press forward 
through the Apennines. 
Allied air forces kept up their steady pounding of German 
communications throughout yesterday and fighters in great 
strength maintained a constant patrol of the battlefront. 
Eleven enemy aircraft were destroyed. Three Allied planes 
were missing. 
The day’s toll of l l enemy planes included eight enemy 
bombers shot down off the northwest coast of Italy near the 
island of Elba. 
Pound Railway Targets 
Heavy bombers attacked railway and road targets at 
Porto Civitanova, on the Adriatic coast below Ancona; at 
Siena, 115 miles northwest of Rome, and at Ceprano, 16 miles 
north of Cassino. 
Heavy bombers also hit an airfield at 
Rieti, 42 miles northeast of Rome. 
Fighters and fighter-bombers concentrated on the lines 
of communication in the Fondi, Ceceano and Sezze areas in­ 
land from the new landing beaches and between Rome and 
the trans-Italy front. 
Today’s announcement of the capture of Nettuno was 
the first time headquarters had given a definite location for 
the landings. 
The Germans had reported landings at sev­ 
eral points along this section of the coast. 
The communique said that American and British troops 
and supplies are flowing steadily into the Nettuno bridgehead. 
Big Highways Lead To Rome 
From Nettuno a broad highway leads to Rome. 
The 
Anziate Way goes west three miles to Anzio, thence due north 
for 24 miles, joining the Appian Way just nine miles south 
east of Rome. 
A special communique this morning said “effective en e m y 
opposition has not developed in this sector.

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Must Be Freed 
From Germans,

Forecasting the curcome of a dan- 


gerous and delicate ampliibious in- 
vasion, while it still is in its early 
stages, is like counting chickens be- 
fore' they're hatched,' but we are 
observing moderation in saying that 
the Allied landing on the Italian 
coast below Rome has been going 
•well—indeed much more smoothly 
than even the most optimistic could 
have expected. 


Our side has been both smart 


and luckj*. Our success in getting 
ashore with virtually ho opposition 
Saturday is, of course, a tribute to 
the Allied command in concealing 
the exact sector of the projected 
landing from the Germans. 
But 


it's more than that. It signifies a 
general 
•weakening of Nazi 
re- 


sistance in the face of the growing 
United Nations onslaught from all 
directions. 


Can't Conceal Plans 


There's no way of concealing the 


preparations for an amphibious op- 
eration of this size from the enemy. 
The big fleet alone would give that 
away. The Hitlerites knew an at- 
tack was boiling up. However, they 
didn't know, where the Allies were 
going to hit. 
. Still, the significant fact is that 
as a normal measure of precaution 
they weren't prepared for an assault 
at such a strategic spot as we 
chose. The answer undoubtedly is 
that they didn't have 
sufficient 


forces to safeguard all potential in- 
vasion points. 


The ring of disaster is closing in 


on Hitler. He is "oeing pushed to 
the limit to defend himself against 
the furious onslaught of the Red 
armies on the long Russo-German 
battlefront. The Balkans also are 
straining his resources, and he has 
to keep western Europe manned for 
the final reckoning which is hurtling 
down on him. He no longer is cap- 
able of throwing into the Italian 
fighting all tae_ power he needs.— 
or into the fighting anywhere else, 
for that matter. 


Allies Control Air 


That's 
not 
the " whole 
story, 


though. The Fuehrer perhaps could 
have made a better defense of the 
invasion had it not been "for the 
Allied domination of the air over 
Italy • and the superb .work of the 
American 
and ' British "' bombing 


fleets: The Allied Air-*Force- and 
Navy has so disrupted communica- 
tions both north and south of Rome, 
which is the hub of all Italy's main 
railways, that the Nazis must be 
hard pushed to move troops and 
supplies. The main German, reser- 
voir of manpbwer in Italy isf north 
of Rome—much of it in the far 
north—and indications are that the 
railways above Rome were cut by 
bombing before the landings were 
undertaken.

destroy them. 
They are reported 


to be rushing up reserves in an ef- 
fort to foil this plan, but Swedish 
dispatches report that Berlin mili- 
tary experts are worried whether 
they can get into action in time, in 
view of the Allied command of the 
air. 


It wouldn't be surprising if the 


Allied attempt to capture Rome were 
deferred until the Germans to the 
south have been dealt with. The 
capture of the capital will have 
great military value, not only be- 
cause it is the rail center for the 
Italian peninsula but because of 
its war manufactories. 


Moral Effect 


However, probably the moral ef- 


fect on the world will exceed the 
military value. The Allied triumph 
in causing the downfall of Mussolini 
and the surrender of the country 
great as it was, can never be com- 
plete until the Eternal City is m 
our hands. To all nations, not ex- 
cluding ;he major Allies, Hitler's 
continued possession of Rome is a 
symbol of great powers of resistance. 


Even more important will be the 


freeing of Vatican City and the 
safeguarding of the Pope. 
Were 


Hitler a normal member of chihzed 
society there would be no fear for 
the safety of His Holiness, but there 
is no telling to what extreme the 
Nazi gangster's barbaric mind might 
go.

REDS MAULING 
NAZIS AND MAY 
CUT RAIL LINE 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 


Moscow, Jan. 24 (AP)—Sweeping 


along both banks of the Volkhov 
river after wiping out a German 
bridgehead on the east bank, the 
Red Army was within 10 miles of 
Chudovo today in a drive' which 
threatened to cut still another vital 
enemy rail line below Leningrad. 


The Germans, whose communica- 


tions are being systematically chop- 
ped up in various parts of the Lenin- 


front, &tiii hold a narrow 


stretch of this line—the main Mos- 
cow-Leningrad line—between Chu- 
dovo and Tosno. Chudovo is about 
75 miles southeast of Leningrad on 
,he west side of the Volkhov river. 


Bochc Retreating 


At the same time, Russian troops 


directly menaced the key rail junc- 
tion of Tosno by advancing through 
Pustinka, 10 miles southwest of Mga, 
ind a Soviet communique said the 
Germans were retreating in dis- 
order' from the tip of the Tosno 
salient. 


The bulletin also told'of continu- 


ng Russian successes in lower White 
Russia, declaring that the drive 
through the Pripet marshes already 
lad passed Simonovichi, 53 miles 
west of Mozyr. 


(Swedish dispatches from Berlin, 


meanwhile, said the Red Army had 
aunched a surprise offensive on the 
far-northernv Finnish front about 
150 miles southeast of Petsamo. The 
Finnish communique, however, re- 
ported only routine patrol activity. 


(In another unverified report, a 


Berlin broadcast said heavy fight- 
ing was going on southeast of Kerch 
in the Crimea after Russian''forces 
landed and drove inland. The broad- 
cast said the new landing - came 
simultaneously with attacks by oth- 
er Russian forces which already had 
established a bridgehead northeast 
of Kerch.)

Tile Allied Air Force and 
Navy has so disrupted communica­ 
tions both north and south of Rome, 
which Is the hub of all Italy’s main 
railways, that tile Nazis must bt4 
hard pushed to move troops and 
supplies. The main German reser­ 
voir of manpower in Italy is north 
of Rome—much of it In the far 
north—and indications are that the 
railways above Rome were cut by 
bombing before the landings were 
undertaken. 
Tile invading troops captured Hie

'Hie Nazis are believed to have 
some five divisions in the battleline 
across the peninsula, and one of 
the main objectives of our new in­ 
vasion is to try to cut them off and 
destroy them.
